Toulon, France, Sept. 27.—The tre-

destroyed the battleship tiberte Mon- 
day was again indicated today when 
a piece of the Liberte armor plate was 
lifted from' the side of the battleship 
Republique upon which it liad fallen.

Fort Wayne and Chicago, and wh|ch 
in their process of construction had 
given employment to many men for a 
year or two, bad just been 
finished 


and the men at work in this construc- 
tion, or at least many of them, had 
been transferred to the work on the 
Wabash railroad, which was then be- 
ing built. 


The Wnbash railroad In this work 


needed more laborers. It needed them 
badly, and for this reason had adver- 
tised for men In the east to romp tn 
Fort Wnyne. 
It was this nvertlse- 


ment xvhich. brought to the attention 
of the German youth, bod induced him 
to come to Fort W;:vne and be was 
soon at work as a water carrier among 
the big gangs of mm

This 17-year-old water carrier of 


over fifty-eight years ago wns Peter 
Noll, one of the esteemed and well 
known residents of Fort Wnyne. now

Got to Be a Painter.
